ALLOWANCE 



Claims 32-62 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 32 
and 62 and their dependants are considered allowable as none of the cited prior art 
either alone or in combination, reasonably suggests or discloses a method of forming a 
ceramic compound from thermal treatment of an aqueous solution comprising a metal 
cation, a hydrosoluble ethylenically unsaturated monomer with an ester moiety and a 
hydrosoluble cross-linking monomer with at least two ethylenically unsaturated ester 
moieties which is gelled and calcined to produce a polycrystalline metal oxide in a 
nanosized powder which is then sintered to wrought a ceramic. The cited prior art fails 
to disclose these as per the reasons stated by applicant's response on 12 February 
2010.
